GET AFTER KAISER BUGS 


The pink and green potato aphis is 


again present in southwestern Ohio, 
where it caused much damage to po- 
tatoes and tomatoes last year. 
Grow- 


ers in this section are preparing to 
use a tobacco spray in time to prevent 
the injury this year. 


The spray sold in tho form of nico- 


tine sulphate is the best treatment for 
all plant lice on garden crops, says T. 
H. Parks, extenison entomologist, of 
the Ohio State University. 
When it 


comes in contact with the bodies of 
the plant lice it kills them in from 
one to four hours. It is best to use 
a little soap in the spray to make it 
stick to their bodies and spread over 
the plant. 
Use I1/* teaspoonfu! of 


the nicotine sulphate and 1 cubic 
inch of laundry soap dssolved in soft 
water. 
This must be applied w'th 


good pressure and to the under side 
of the leaves. 
Tho lice cannot hs 


killed unless the spray comes in con- 
tact with their bodies.

THINNING GARDEN PLANTS 


In order to secure a good stand of 


plants, many garden seeds are planted 
thicker than necessary. 
Unless they 


are thinned, they will be too crowded 
and will not mature properly. 
This 


is particularly true of radsbes, beets, 
carrots, salsify .turnips, and union-;. 
Beans, peas, lettuce, and several oth- 
er vegetables will grow under crowd- 
ed conditions, but their yield is al- 
ways reduced. 


The distance between these vege- 


tables depends on the size

radishes, should be about two inches 
apart in the row. Beets, carrots, and 
the larger root, crops should lie from 
four to six inches apart.
